Then ‘the belief is growing that Harry 
“Hayward made use of hypnotism to gain 
so strong a hold over his tools and vic- 
tims. Claus Blixt says that he did. He 
told the officers that Harry Hayward had 
controlled him with hypnotic power, as he 
also had controlled Miss Ging. The mur- 
derer shuddered as he made this statement 


Hayward even then. 

With gestures of the hand, he illustrated 
the way Harry used to hypnotize the girls. 
He said that whenever Harry told him 
to do anything, and he refused, he wouid 
‘make a few passes at him with his hands, 
and the result was that he did whatever 
Harry told him. The time he fired the 
barn, Harry, he said, threatened to kill 
him it he did not obey the command. 
He looked through me with those eyes, 
and I went and burned the barn without 
saying a word,” said Blixt. “On the 
morning after the fire he made me sign 
a paper, saying that I had set fire to 
the barn. I signed my name to the paper, 
and after that Whenever he wanted me 
to do anything he would show me the 
paper and threaten to “send me to Still- 
water for ten years if I refused.” 

It is now remembered that Adry Hay- 
ward, the brother, in his confession, al- 
luded to the terrible influence Harry had 
over him, an influence not entirely due 
to fear. He could not explain it, but gave 
the impression that is was almost impos- 
sible for him to resist Harry's wishes 
when they were pressed upon him. It is 
known that Harry Hayward had a won- 
derful influence over the dead girl.

DIPHTHERIA CURE. 


St. Louis Health Officials to Distri- 
bute Serum. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 10.—The city health 
officials have inaugurated preparations for 
the culture and distribution of the new 
anti-toxine serum. Under the direction 
of Dr. B. C. Ewing, surgeon of. the 
United States army; Heaith Commissioner 
Rac Ravold, bacteriologist of the medical, 
division of the Washington University, 
four horses have been inoculated with 
toxine, and within four montNs are ex- 
pected to be immunized, when distribu- 
tion of the serum will begin. 

In addition, test tubes and Leffler serum 
are to be distributed at accessible points, 
so that physicians in doubt as to throat 
cases under thoir care can place germs 
therein pronptly and forward them to the 
city chemist, whose duty it will then be 
to propagate and study the germs as 
they grow and determine their character. 

THE FRISCO CASE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—The little 
diphtheretic case of Drs. de Corvel and Ol- 
lino showed a very marked improvement 
last night. It was found necessary to give 
another injection of serum. For four 
hours thereafter the child was restless and 
perspired freely, although the temperature 
was only 100% deg. The respiration and 
pulse were not nearly so close to normal. 

These symptoms agree perfectly with 
those of similar cases that have been 
treated in Europe. Later the child fell 
asleep, and remained in that condition for 


‘some hours, waking very much refreshed. 


The attending physicians now regard the 
recovery as reasonably certain. 


FOUR BAD MEN. 


Parties Implicated in the 
Train-robbery Jailed. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. * 

FORT WORTH (Tex.,) Dec. 10.—- The 
four men implicated in the train-robbery 
by the confession of Sam Bvans, nephew 
of Capt. Sam Evans of this city, are now 
in jail here, and the officials claim to have 
a sure case against them all. 

The four prisoners are Sam Evans of 
this city, who is highly connected: John 
Ward, Walter Sullivan and Walter Gar- 
diner, all young farmers who live within 
a mile of where the robbery was com 
mitted.

“The 
provision outlined,“ said the Secretary, 
“gives ample protection without the de- 
posit of bonds, as required by the present 
law.“ He said that the practical value 
of the reserve fund currency was shown 
in 18983. There was a demand for money 
aggregating $4,000,000. The treasury did 
its best to meet the stringency) but by 
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the time the notes were really distributed 


the time of necessity had gone by, and 
many of the packages of notes were re- 
turned unpaid. The Secretary -invited 
criticism on this particular section. 

Chairman Springer asked how the Sec- 
retary's pian differed from the Baltimore 
plan, which proposed a deposit of 50 per 
cent under certain conditions, while the 
treasury plan proposed a deposit of 30 per 
cent. 

Secretary Carlisle said that when the 
banks fail, the treasury plan contemplated 
an assessment on all national banks, they 
in turn having a lien on the failed banks. 

Representative Hall of Missouri sug- 
gested that there was a prevailing opinion 
that it was unsafe to place the power 
of currency in the hands of corporations 
and banks. 

WORKS AUTOMATICALLY. 

It will work automatically,“ said Secre- 
tary Carlisle. “The banks will not ex- 
pand the currency unless the public needs 
it. Their interest will.be to expand and 
contract as common interests demand it. 
These interests will therefore contral at 
all times. The Secretary stated that this 
flexibility was much more desirable than a 
rigid system by which a certain unt 
of currency was outstanding. At one time 
the stringency was so great that the banks 
drew out $13,009,000 under pressure, and if 
it had not been for Canadian banks, whe 
sent currency into this country, serious re- 
sults might have ensued. 

Secretary Carlisle said that the ultimate 
liability was on tne government by thg 
Baltimore plan and on the banks by his 
plan. Mr. Johnson asked it the ultimate 
liability of the government would nat in- 
spire more confidence in the currency. 
The Secretary said it undoubtedly would, 
but that his plan would insure ample pro- 
tection and therefore ample confidence.

The Secretary said that the 10-per cent.

tions. It was practically a prohibitory 
tax. 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania asked if a 
State bank could hot issue its notes for a 
year without observing conditions or pay- 
ing the tax, if the tax was payable an- 
nually. 

Mt. Carlisle said that this would be the 
case until the end of the year when the 
tax became payable, the bank would be 
free to issue its notes as it saw fit, but 
with the knowledge that it would have to 
pay the tax if the government conditions 
were violated. 

Mr. Springer asked why the State banks 
should not be subject to exactly the same 
conditions of reserve, etc., as national 

Mr. Carlisle answered that, in his judg- 
ment, the tax on State banks was uncon- 
stitutional. The courts thought otherwise, 
however. 

At this point Mr. Carlisle said that he 
would submit his bill and appear tomor- 
row, if desired, to go over it in detail. It 
was arranged to have the bill printed:

NOTE ISSUING VERSUS DEPOSIT AC- 
COUNTS. 

In this country the note-issuing function 
Was an incident, the deposit accounts the 
principal thing. In other countries it was 
different. In France, Germany and Rus- 
sia the issuing function was paramount. 
In England, Ireland, Scotland and Canada 
the system more nearly approached ours. 
The scheme which he had suggested in 
his report was intended to disturb as little 
as possible the existing order of things. 

In order to make any system successful 
the notes issued must de immediately, 
not ultimately, convertible into coin. This 
was the first consideration. After this, if 
the banks could be given the power to 
expand the currency in times of stringency, 
the two main objects of a currency system 
would be obtained. 

In his system he proposed a 50 per cent. 
deposit upon which banknotes could be 
issued. To the extent of deposit these 
notes were absolutely safe. The other 50 
per cent. would be secured by a safety 
fund raised by proper taxation. Frankly, 
he did not consider such-deposit necessary, 
but the exigencies of the war made it 
necessary. The legislation of that period 
had created a currency which in and of 


, itself, in his opinion, could not have main- 


tained itself had not the government en- 
Gowed it with a legal-tender quality. The 
existence of these legal tenders today was 
the greatest danger to the credit of the 
United States at home and abroad. Com- 
pared to it the defects of the banking 
System were only an inconvenience. 
THE DRAIN OF GOLD. 

The legal tenders called for gold, and 
must by law be re-issued. The drain of 
gold could be made continuous, and the 
confidence ot the people must be shaken 
both here and abroad. As long as trade 
relations. between this and other countries 
existed our monetary laws must be re- 
gardful of the systems Of other countries. 
The public credit abroad must be main- 
tained by the rédemption of those notes 
in gold. Undoubtedly the manly thing t. 
do, he said, Was to redeem and to retire 
these notes. The authority to do this haa 
only been given Secretary McCulloch, but 
it had been rescinded.’ It could be don. 

out. of surplus revenues, or by means 
funding bonds. It was now proposed 
to give the banks a valuable franchise, 
and it was proper that they shall make 
fair return. 

In order to. secure the eurrent redemp- 
Mon of those legal-tender notes, the banks, 
for the privilege of issuing notes of their 
Oapital stock against their assets, should 
be made to deposit legal tenders with the 
poveromem as a reserve fund. Today,

were taken out of circulation. Under the 
system proposed, 50 per cent. of the cir- 
culation would be deposited in legal ten- 
ders, for which circulation notes would 
be issued, dollar for dollar. This would 
in no wise decrease the volyme of cur- 
rency. The operation of this plan would 
be to immediately withdraw $340,000,000 
of the legal tenders from the $480,000,000 
of the legal tenders now used to drain 
the treasury of gold. This should be 

done by every bank forthe privilege of a 

future issue of notes against its assets, : 

Now, unless there was a sufficient profit 
in circulation, the banks would not take 
it out. It was a plain business matter. 
The complaint under the present system 
was that there was no profit in circula- 
tion. About $207,000,000 in national bank 
circulation was outstanding. Certainly, 
under the proposed system, there would 
be a considerable profit in the present cir- 
culation, and in times of demand the profit 
by taking out notes against assets would 
nratertally increase. 

IHR QUESTION OF ELASTICITY. 
As to the question of elasticity, it was 
overned by two things—the demand and 
immediate convertibility of the notes. 

To the extent of 50 per cent. of the 

notes, the currency would be elastic. This

000,000 of greenbacks and furnish an clas- 

2 tor the people and a profitable 

ney for the bank. 

He argued the inherent right of the gov- 
ernment to make issues of legal tender. 
but questioned its expediency. As to the 
safety of the notes, history would repeat. 
It was safe to say not a note would have 
suffered loss if government bonds had not 
been deposited in the treasury vaults here. 
The act of 1844 in England pretends to 
have been enacted to make the note-holder 
of-the Bank of England secure; yet, as a 
matter of fact, it was an act to limit the 
circulation. The £15,000,000 of uncovered 
notes of the bank (that is, those which 
had not a pound of gold behind them) were 
just as secure as those covered by gold. 
The act of 1844, which attempted to fix the 
amount of uncovered notes, had to be 
amended three years later to give the 
Bank of England authority to issue above 
the amount fixed by the Pool act. The 
notes issued by the Bank of England un- 
covered have always been as good as 
others. The best assets of any bank or 
other financial institution was redeemable 
paper. This was apparent during the 
panic last year, when bonds were hard to 
dispose of, while cofivertible paper was 
acceptable everywhere. The bank assets 
and credit behind the uncovered notes to 
be issued under the system for 
this country would make them entirely 
safe. 

Mr. Eckels said, in conclusion, that, 
while Secretary Carlisle and he agreed as 
to the general prineiples, they differed as 
to methods. 

COMMITTEE INTERROGATORIES. 

The members of the committee then pro- 
pounded their interrogatories. In reply to 
Mr. Johnson, he said that, in his opinion, 
the dangers of State bank circulation were 
overestimated; it should be remembered 
that thirteen States by law prohibited 
such issues. In reply to Mr. Brosius as to 
whether, with the large amount of money 
in circulation outstanding, there was any 
urgent necessity for a change of the sys- 
tem, Mr. Eckels replied in the negative, 
as far aB the necessity for a greater abun- 
dance of money was concerned; but em- 
phatically in the affirmative when it came 
to the necessity of putting the new system 
on a proper footing and relieving the treas- 
of its present embarrassments. , 

In reply to Mr. Johnson, Mr. Eckels said 
he would make the bank notes recelvable 
for public duties to the extent that the 
represented legal tender (50 per cent.) that 
the government should not Jend its credit: 
to the banks except in so far as by its 
regulations, it gave the people confidence 
that notes and their redemption was 
was the subject of government supervision. 
It is a fact that no dank could meet 
its demand obligations if they were all 
presented at one time. Over 90 per cent. 
of the business was done on credit, not 
cash. The question as to whether the 
banks should hold hard to a line of re- 
serve was one for argument. It was pos- 
sible to judge of the future by the events 
of 1893. The strange thing to him was 
that there were no more failures last 
year than in y other year. He sald 
that the Comptroller should Lave di cretion 
about throwing the banks into the hands 
of a receiver after its reserves had fallen 
below a fixed limit.

FORFEITED LANDS. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Road’s Loss. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The President 
has issued a proclamation, forfeiting to 
the United States certain lands in the 
Sioux reservation, in South Dakota, al- 
leged to have been owned by the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway 
Company, under an agreement between 
the company and the Sioux Indians, rati- 
fled by the act of March 2, 1889. The 
lands involved are three lots in sec. 10 
and two lots in sec. 15, township 104 
north, range 71 west, covering 186 ares 
and 164 acres, ranges 11 and 12 west, in 
the tame township, in South Dakota, the 
plat of which was approved January 4, 
1884, by the Secretary of the Interior. 

These lands weré to inure to the com- 
pany upon the conditions that it shall, 
within three years after the act takes 
place, construct and put in operation its 
line of road, as provided for in the agree- 
ment, and the due location of which was 
made within nine months afier the act 
took effect. In case of failure to con- 
struct the road, it was provided that the 
lands granted for a right-of-way, station 
grounds, or other railway purposes, shall 
be declared, by the proclamation of the 
President, forfeited, and shall revert to 
the United States, and be subject to entry 
under the provisions of the act. 

The proclamation declares a forfeiture 
of these lands to the government, and 
that they shall be subject to entry under 
the homestead laws, whenever the Secre- 
retary of the Interior gives due notice to 
the local land officers of the declaration 
of forfeiture. Secretary Smith today di- 
rectéd the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to take proper steps to carry 
the proclamation into effect.

NEW YORK, 10.—The challenge of 
the Royal Yacht Squadron for the Amer- 
ica’s cup and thé explanatory note of 
Lord Dunraven were quite earnestly dis- 
cussed by the yachtsmen who gathered at 
the clubhouse.last night. That Lord Dun- 
raven should still insist upon the starting 
of all races to Windward was considered 
very ill-advised.

100 miles in a Windward and leeward race 
and then teach port long after night. 
That is easy ef .computation. It is 
twenty miles to Sandy Hook lightship from 
Bay Ridge, L. I., the yacht anchorage. 
Then fifteen miles out to sea to start them 
on their windward leg. That is thirty-five 
miles before thé face has begun. Add 
thirty miles for the match, and then 
thirty back home, or to the night anchor- 
age, and you have it. The request to my 
is ridiculous, although the regatta com- 
mittee will start all the races to windward 
that are practicoable—that being a sure 
thing. 

“Then the suggestion of Lord Duflra ven 
that. ‘If one these races is started 
down wind and @ither v 1 fetches back 
without @ tack, that shall be void,” is 
about the coolest thing I ever heard. Sup- 
pose half the Wee should be run down 
wind and the other half, by a shift of 
winds, does not turn out to be a satis- 
factory beat-batk, yet the race is finished 
in the stipulated time—would not it be 
idiocy to call such a race off? Such is 
yacht racing. I don’t believe Lord 
Dunraven wants the earth, but he seems 


to be reaching very far for the old cup. 


And not only what would yachtsmen say 
under such a laughable condition of af- 
fairs, but what would the great public 
shout? Thousands upon thousands would 
be disgusted, and any amount of money 
would needlessly be thrown away. That 
would cause se much wrath to be brought 
down .upon the heads of the club’s offi- 
cers that they would never forget the 
time and occasion.”’

FEDERATED LABOR. 
The Annaal Convention at 


President Gompers Suggests 
Laws for the Benefit of 
Workingmen. 
He Opposes any Independent Politi- 
cal Action at Present—John 
Burns and Others Address 
the Meeting.

DENVER, Dec. 10.— The fourteenth an- 
nual convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor was called to order by Pres- 
ident Gompers at 10 o'clock today. There 
were 125 delegates present. President 
Rhody Kenehan of the Denver Trades As- 
sembly delivered an address of welcome, 
to which President Gompers briefly re- 
sponded. Gompers spoke feelingly of the 
almost desperate condition of labor at the 
present time. Referring to the innovation 
of holding this convention so far west as 
Denver, he suggested ‘that, within a de- 
cade, the westward movement of industry 
might take the conventions of the federa- 
tion to the Golden Gate. 

John Burns, the English labor leader, 
entered the ball, and was greeted with a 
storm of applause. His address on La- 
bor’s Rough and Noble Struggle,” in 
which he delineated the industrial condi- 
tions, past and present, was received with 
frequent applause. One of the changes 
in the situation from the past he attributed 
to the increase of corporations. He said 
that while the individual employer might 
feel sympathy for his employee, the cor- 
poration could entertain no such emotion. 
The action of the Federal government 
in the Pullman strike was denounced 
as tyranny. The General Managers’ As- 
sociation, he said, should have been held 
responsible for delays of mails. Capital 
controlled legislation either by influencing 
élections or by. purchasing members o 
national and State legislatures. ..

generally was reported. The matter of 
prop semi-annual conferences with the 
Knights of Labor was referred to the con- 
vention, but a union of the organizations 
was not recommended. 

Speaking of the programme submitted 
at the last convention to the affiliated 
unions for discussion, Gompers strongly 
opposed any movement looking to indepen- 
dent political action by organized labor 
at present. Results of local attempts in 
this line were cited to show the disastrous 
effects. A serious strain upon labor or- 
ganizations was predicted for the coming 
winter, but the speaker said: Unless 
every indication is incorrect and cause and 
effect lose their logical sequence, we are 
within a year of an industrial revival 
which in activity and intensity will far 
surpass that of any previous period.“ 
The present time was suggested as op- 
portune for the inauguration of a vigorous 
demand for an eight-hour day, and for a 
law prohibiting contract work on govern- 
ment improvements. The proposition to 
éstablish compulsory arbitration was de- 
notinced, and it was charged that design- 
ing persons were advocating it as a means 
of destroying labor organizations. Many 
persons, including Congressmen, had writ- 
ten to him on the subject, he said, and it 
was obvious to him that there was danger 
of some such law being enacted. 

“It is generally accepted,“ said he that 
in the consideration of the question of 
compulsory arbitration, there is one means 
by which an award against bor could be 
enforced, but that the imposition of those 
conditions would tantamount to chattel 
slavery, hence the alternative proposition 
to make the organizations and the funds 
df the organizations attachable for the 
failure of any. workman to abide by a de- 
cision which may be awarded against us, 
or, in the absence of such funds, compel 
the placing of a bond by the trade union 
for the enforcement of such an award. 

“T beg to submit that in faw, if any, in- 
stances would awards be rendered against 
the trades unions when the trade would be 
thoroughly organized, but during the pe- 
riod of organization, or through the un- 
authorized hasty action of a member the 
entire union could be placed in peril, its 
future and its efficacy destroyed, and the 
workers placed at the tender mercy of 
their employers. The first step must be 
organization, the second concilation. the 
next possibly but compulsory 
arbitratton—never!“ |

It was just after 
daylight that she attempted to cross the 
bar. About 8 o’clock she struck, and be- 
gan pounding. to pieces in the breakers. 
Long before, however, her crew had been 
driven. into the rigging, where, drenched 
to the skin, and all but frozen by the chil- 
ling breeze, hung on for their lives. 
Two of the poor fellows, who had been 
thrown violently against the deckhouse 
and who were badly injured by the wave 


in which the schooner foundered, would 


have fallen and drowmed but for the as- 
sistance of their mates. 

Life-saving crews from Golden Gate Park 
nd the Presidio went to the rescue, but a 
ong time elapsed before a Nfe-line could 

be got through the seething surf in which 
the sailors were momentarily threatened 
with death. A life-line was at last fired 
out to the shipwrecked vessel, and, when 
it had been made fast to the foremast, the 
heavy work of getting the men ashore was 
begun. That was at 10 a.m., and it took 
just half an hour for the basket to’ travel 


back and forth and land the nine men on 


the beach. Capt. Raynor was the last man 
to leave the vessel. Every man, in coming 
to shore, was caught several times 


in the breakers and completely sub- 
merged. Four or five of the lite- 
saving men would rush out into the 


water clear up to their shoulders, and, as 
soon as the man in the basket came within 
reach, they would seize him and carry him, 
half drowned, to the dry sand. ‘ 

The nine shipwrecked men were in 
pitiable condition when they got ashore. 
They had been hanging in the rigging for 
nearly three hours; and were almost dead 
from cold. Scme it them had been un- 
eble to get quite igh enough to be ou of 
reach o', the combing waves, and, as the 
water dashed over them, ther several 
times were nearly washed off into the sea. 
Capt. Raynor was absolutely  help!css 
when taken out of the basket. He was 
carried to a buggy and hurriedly brought 
to the city. Soon, however, he regained 
the use of his benumbed limbs. The other 
mombers ot the crew wre taken to the 
life-saving station and the Oceanside Ho- 

„where they were given stimulants and 

comfo: 

Capt. Raynor states that it was upon 
the advice of a pilot, whom he spoke just 
after daylight, and who told him that the 
bar was eafe and not breaking, that he 
attempted to pass in, The bar, however, 
was breaking heavily. Capt. Raynor to- 
night sald: “You can imagine the fearful 
forc> of the first sea that struck us when 
I tell you that it carried away 10,000 feet 
cf the lumber on the echooner's deck.“ 

Capt. Rayner, while thankful for the 
rescue of the crew and himself, says that 
he is doubly thankful that his wife did not 
accompany him. She remained in the 
North. Had she been cn board and in the 
cabin, as she most likely would have been, 
at that hour in the morning. she would 
probably have drowned, for the first sea 
not only ,smashed in the cabin, but filled 
it, and had any one been in it, that person 
‘could. not have escaped. The ship’s dog, 
which was in the cabin, has not bsen 
seen. 

Tho total loss on the versel and her 
cargo is estimated at about %20,000. The 
schooner was valued at about $15,000. She 
was insured for $5000. Much of the lum- 
ber - may be saved. A large quantity of it 
had hed ashore by 10 o’clock, and was 
along the beach for 100 yards on 
either side of the vessel. The W. L. 
Beebe was owned by Capt. J. J. Smith, ot 
the Golden Shore Market. this city, and 
was built in Seattle in 1875 by Hall Bros.

A Well-known Operator a Fugitive 
from tke Law.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10.—The man 
who spent $11,000,000 of other people's 
money, nearly wrecked a bank, concluded 
a financial operation that startled the 
world, is now indicted for making false 
reports of the condition of an insurance 
company. George L. Brander conducted 
the great wheat deal of 1887, using the 
money, the securities and the credit of the 
Nevada Bank, of which he was cashier. 

He confessed his loot of the millions, 
and now for the first time is made public 
the statement of that confession and the 
relation of other facts about the wheat 
deal and the matter in which a finanyal 
panic was averted. Brander used more 
San Francisco money that did not belong 
to him without being charged with theft 
than any other man who ever figured in 
the history of this State 
finance. 

The act for which he was indicted, that 
of swearing that 523 sharcs of the stock 
of the State Investment and Insurance 
Company was 541,840 cash on hand, is a 
trifle compared with his grand operation 
in 1887. The losers by the collapse of the 
State Investment and Insurance Company 
do nat seem to be particularly vengeful, 
though some of them have- held on to their 
stock all these months since the institu- 
tion was wound up in the hope that 
Biegder would make good his promise to 
nterest sufficient foreign capital to revive 
tue corporation. Some one was interested, 
however, for Detective Coffey did not re- 
urn the warrant for Brander’s arrest on 

turday until he had satisfied his supe- 
riors beyond question that Brander was 
not within the jurisdiction of a State 
court. He is believed to be in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, and is not likely to risk a re- 
turn to California.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 10.—The National 
Municipal League Convention closed its 
business session here today, when an ad- 
journment was taken and a tour of in- 
spection of St. Paul made. The main fea- 
tures of the morning session was a paper 
on The Elements of a Model Charter for 
American Cities, by Prof. Edmund James, 
of the University of Pennsylvania. He 
said: 

In discussing the subject of a model 
city charter I shall have occasion to réfer 
often to the city of Philade'nhia, not only 
because I know most about that city and 
its government, but alzo because Phila- 
delphia has, in my judgment, made most 
substantial contributions to the theory and 
practice of better city government in the 
United States. As my remarks on this 
subject may, therefore, seem somewhat in- 
consistent with statements imputed to me 
by some press fre 
the substance Of My address before this 
body last spring, @t New York city, I take 
this opportunity of calling public attention 
to the fact that I did not say, as it was 
reported, that the city of Philadelphia was 
governed by a set of thieves dnd rascals. 


BETTER THAN REPORTED. 


“The description I gave of American 
city government gt its worst applied to the 
city of New York under the Tweed ring. 
not to the city of Philadelphia at all; and 
I said in the course of my remarks that 
the city of Philadelphia had, in my opin- 
ion, made in its Bullitt charter one of the 
most valuable contributions to good city 
government in the. United States thus far 
made by any American city. It was also 
my opinion that the present administration 
of Philadelphia Was the best we hava ever 
had since the group of villages on the 
banks of the Delaware and Schuylkill be- 
came a city in 1854, and that the present 
shortcomings in our city government were 
to be traced largely to defects of organiza- 
tion, as I had indicated in the volume on 
the ‘City Government of Philadelphia.’ In 
all that pertains to efficiency of city ad- 
ministration, Pilladelphia will bear favor- 
able comparison with any other large city 
in the country. Its government is not yet, 
of course, ,ideal, mor, alas! that of any 
other large American city; but it is vastly 
better than it ever was before, and it has 
certainly applied along some lines the 
sound principles of city government. 


THE MODEL CITY CHARTER MUST BE 
AMERICAN. 


question-of & model city charter 
is. a purely. raste one, depending on 
temporal and lobal: conditions. A form of 
government while worked well a era- 
tion ago in the United States 18 probably 
unsuited for us Bow. A form of govern- 
ment which well in Buropean 
countries today % probably not well 
adapted for American conditions. The 
city charter for American cities is 
the charter under which the business 
which ‘devolves upon the modern munici- 
pality in the United States can be most 
efficiently performed. This is to be as- 
certained by a study of prevailing con- 
ditions in this country at the present ti 
and not by reference to the history of our 
own cities in the past, or to the conditions 
of cities in the present. 

“The study of the past, then, in Amer- 
ica or the present in Europe is not what 
we need most, but the study of the present 
in the United States. In this statement 
there is no intention to belittle the im- 
portance of studying history, or of exam- 
ining foreign conditions; both have their 
own justification, both are necessary, su- 
premely necessary, as a part of general 
culture, and as showing what has n 
done at other times and places, but neither 
could throw much light on the problem in 
hand, viz., how to accomplish similar or 
better results here and now. . 


AMERICAN CITIES AHEAD OF EURO- 
PEAN. 

“While we must admit that in the gov- 
ernment of cities we have thus far failed 
in one sense, at least, and Furope has 
succeeded relatively; yet in another sense 
we are further along toward an ultimate 
sclution of the city-government preblem 
than Europe. Modern cities cannot be 
governed in the long-run in free countries 
except upon the basis of universal suf- 
frage, ‘popular representation and popu- 
lar control. We are already upon this 
basis, and are slowly solving the problems 
involved, though they are rendered doubly 
dificult by the complications of the foreign 
element. We have not yet succeeded, it 
is true, but we are at least grappling with 
the problem with a certainty of solving it 
in the long run, while Europe has not 
even been brought face to fate with it 
in such a way as to realize the gravity of 
the situation. 

“European States will be sending men 
here to study our municipal government 
before a generation has passed away, be- 
cause we shall have solved some prob- 
lems with which they will be unsuccess- 
fully wrestling. No American city could 
be managed at all on the plan adopted in 
England or France or Germany, and 1 
am sure that it will not be possible to 
manage European cities on their present 
plan after universal suffrage shall have 
done its perfect work. The method of 
government by committees, for example, 
so characteristic of. English cities, has 
broken down absolutely here, and wil! 
surely break down as absolutely there. 
when their conditions become more like 
our own. 


MUST BE BASED ON UNIVERSAL 
SUFFRAGE. 

An ideal city charter must, therefore, 
take account of time and place, reckon- 
ing with what is possible under exeting 
conditions. No city char e (an be an ideal 
one for American conditions which relies 
for its excellence upon a limited suffrage, 


limited either by the possession prop- 
‘erty or so-called education, f o simple 


reason that such a charter_p6uld not be 
successfully worked. It would arouse 
such popular antagonism and distrust that 
it could not effect the good results which 
might seem an a priori grouads likely to 
flow from such an arrangement. Accept- 
ing then the principles of universal man- 
hood and possibly also womanhood, suff- 
rage, popular representation and popular 
local control: what are the lements of a 
emer city charter for American conéi- 
ons? 


IT MUST GIVE CITIBS LOCAL SELF- 
GOVERNMENT. 4 

Such a charter should give the great- 
est possible amount of self-government to 
the community. The locality should really 
have the right to frame its cwn charter 
in all matters of detail, 8 for its 
own scheme of organization, determining 
the powers and functions of its own gov- 
ernment. 
autonomous, self-determining ard indé- 
pendent of State control, either legislative 
or administrative. We are indebted to 
Missouri and the far Western States for 
the first movements in this direction. The 
mere work of framing these charters by 
the communities themselves would do 
more to arouse popular interest in el 
government than all our municipal leagues 
or associations. 


DEMOCRACY NOT A FAILURE, 
“We oftentimes hear it said that Democ-

It should be, as far as possible, 


s purporting to give} 


government in American cities. Nothing 
of the sort. Democracy has never yet been 
fairly tried. No city community has been 
left to govern itself. Legislatures have 
not only given the charter in. most cases, 
but they have continually interfered in the 
administration of local affairs in such a 
way as to allow no real self-government 
at all. Let us first make a fair trial of 
popular government in our cities before 
we allow that it has broken down. 


EXECUTIVE AND LEGISLATIVE AU- 
THORITY MUST BE SEPARATED. 


“It is believed that our erican ex- 
perience has demonstrated that in framing 
such a charter for our large cities, whether 
it be done by the Legislature, as in most 
States, or by the cities themselves, as is 
now nominally done in a few States, two 
principles should be adopted: Firatly, 
the executive and the legislative authori- 
ties should be clearly differentiated, and, 
as far as possible, vested in different 
bodies. This is a fundamental departure 
from the European system commonly in 
force and from our past system; secondly, 
the executive should be organized on the 
sound basis of permanent civil service 
under direction of a mayor elected by the 
people for not too short a term; while the 
legislative should be organized on the 
principle of a sufficiently numerous repre- 
sentative body chosen by a system which 
includes the principles of geographical dis- 
tribution and minority representation. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS. 

In brief, the work of city. administra- 
tion should be divided among executive 
departments, varying in number with the 
functions actively assumed by the com- 
munity, the heads of which should be ap- 
pointed by the mayor at his own pleasure, 
but in no case for a longer term than his 
own, a plan similar to the present Phila- 
delphia one. All clerical positions should 
be filled by competitive examinations open 
to all young persons of suitable age ac- 
cording to a system now nominally in 
force in several cities in the United States. 
The necessary laborers should be selected 
according to a system like that in opera- 
tion in Boston and other cities. 

“Directive positions and those requiring. 
special qualifications like health inspectors, 
building inspectors, etc., should be filled 
only from the ranks of those who have had 
a suitable training for such work. All 
officials and regular employees below the 
grade of heads of departments except those 
occupying confidential positions should be 
removable only on statement of reasons by 
the removing officer and approval of the 

asons by a separate body. The system 

us far recommended by civil service re- 
formers has broken down practically when- 
ever tried in cities, and must be replaced 
by one based on sounder administrative 
principles. 
THE WEAKEST POINT IN THE LEGIS- 
LATIVE , BRANCH. 

“The weakest point in our best-governed 
American cities is the legislative body, 
and it must be radically reformed before 
we can hope for much progress, but in do- 
ing this regard must be had to American 
political experience and traditions. These 
require a recognition on the one hand of 
the principle of a liberal number of repre- 
sentatives and their selection by districts, 
and on the other of the principle of pro- 
portional representation. 

SHOULD CONSIST OF TWO BODIES. 

“The legislative body should consist 
of two divisions, the most numerous con- 
sisting of representatives chosen by dis- 
tricts or wards, etc.; the smaller body on 
a general ticket with the method of cumu- 
lative voting. It would be better to have 
the members of the most numerous body 
chosen in three or five-member districts 
with a similar application of the cumula- 
tive vote. ‘This method would give full 
recognition to the principle of geographical 
representation, at the same time that it 
would allow a considerable recognition 01 
the pte of proportional representa- 
tion, & principle which, however objec- 


‘tionable when applied to State or national 


legislation, seems certainly well adapted 
to work out good results in local matters 
„With a system based on universal suf- 
frage and popular control; with full local 
authority so that popular government shall 
have a fair chance in cities, with an in- 
dependent executive in control of an effi- 
cient civil service, assisted by a system 
of representation which would allow in- 
telligent minorities a fair opportunity to 
exercise their legitimate influence, it i: 
believed that the formal organization of 
city government would answer to the fun- 
damental needs of American conditions 
and would thus offer an adequate ma- 
chinery for the expression of our eivic 
life, resulting at no distant date in a 
great improvement in our city govern- 
ments.“

An Award of One Dollar for Damages

A New Trial Granted in the Case of 
James A. Carter Against the 
Wells-Fargo Express " 
Company. 


In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday morning Judge Hes-ine M. Ross 
granted the motion of the plaintiff in 
the damage suit'of James A. Carter vs. 
Wells, Fargo & Oo., for a new trial, upon 
the ground that the verdict of the jury, 
who found for the plaintiff in the sum 
of $1 only, practically awarded him no 
damages at all. In rendering his decision: 
upon the motion, Judge Ross read the 
following brief opinion: 

“This action was brought to recover 
damages in the amount of $10,000 for 
personal injuries alleged to have beon 
sustained by the plaintiff by the alleged 
negligence of the defendant. The ver- 
dict ot the jury in favor of the plaintiff 
necessarily included a finding that the 
defendant was negligent, and that there 
‘was no contributory negligence on plain- 
tift’s part, as set up in defense of the 
action. 

“There was much evidence in the case 
tending to show that there was/no negli- 
gence on the part of the defendant, and, 
further, that there was such contributory 
negligence on plaintiff's part as should 
prevent a recovery by him, and, had the 
verdict been for the defendant on either 


or both of these propositions, there would 


be no interference with it by the court, 
for the evidence in respect to those mat- 
ters was substantially conflicting, and the 
issues in ‘respect thereto were for the 
determination of the jury, under apropri- 
ate instruction from the court, which were 
given. But the verdict being, in effect, 
that plaintiff was injured by the defend- 
ant’s megligence, without contributory 
négligence on his own part, he was man- 
ifestly entitled at the hands of the jury 
to substa The evidence

which caused plaintiff's injury threw him 
from a scaffold eight or ten feet high, on 
Which he was at the time working for 
$2 per day, to the ground, his head and

The defendant introduced many 
witnesses, who testified that his appear- 
ance and movements were about the 
same prior to the injury complained of, 
as they were at the time of the trial, 
and thet they could see no difference in 
them. This testimony on the part of the 
defendant was controverted by many wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff.

An Opinion Regarding the Issuance 
| of Election Certificates. 
Certificates of election have been issued 

to all county officers-elect who have com- 

plied with the provisions of the law, and 
in nearly all cases bonds have been pre- 
pared and filed. A few days ego the ques- 
tion was raised as to whether certificates 
should be delivered to such officers as had 
failed to file their expense accounts within 
the required fifteen days, and yesterday 
the following opinion on the matter was 
sent to the County Clerk by the Board of 

Supervisors: 

In answer to your request for an opin- 
ion as to whether you should issue certifi- 
cates of election to those county and town- 
Ship officers who have failed to file ex- 
pense accounts within the time provided 
by law, I have the honor to advise you 
as follows: 

“Sec. 3, of the Purity of Elections Law, 
provides that such an itemized statement 
showing the expenses of each candidate 
shall be filed within fifteen days after the 
date of holding the election. Sec. 4 pro- 
vides that any candidate for a public office 
who shall refuse or neglect to file such a 
statement shall, in addition to punishment 
under the Penal Code, forfeit his office, 
and that no certificate of election shall be 
issued to him; neither shall apy official 
bond 8 or referred by him be ap- 
proved, etc. 

“The penalty is not directed against 
those who neglect to file such statement 
within fifteen days, but against those who 
neglect or refuse to file it altagether. If, 
therefore, the candidate-elect will make 
and file the statement provided for under 
section 3 immediately, I advise you in 
that case to deliver to such candidates 
his proper certificate of election.“

Afternoon Session. 

As soon as the Council met in the after- 
noon, two or three minor matters were dis- 
posed of, and the official canvass of the 
city election was commenced. President 
Teed named as tellers Councilmen Mun- 
son, Rhodes, Pessell and Innes. 

It had been whispered that there would 
be likely to be a contest on some of the 
returns besides those of the vote for mem- 
ber of the Board of Education in the Sec- 
ond Ward. It could not be learned, how- 
ever, on what this contest would be likely 
to be. 

The returns from the First Precinct 
were not properly signed, and J. H. Mel- 
ville, secretary of the Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee, protested against that vote 
being counted. It was laid aside, and the 
election officers who had neglected to af- 
fix their signatures at the proper places 
were sent for. 

Some of the returns from the other pre- 
cincts were temporarily laid aside because 
cf similar irregularities, and the only vote 
over the counting of which much interest 
was excited was that of the Forty-first 
Precinct, of the Second Ward for member 
of the Board of Education. On the tally 
sheet one of the tallies for Craig (Dem.) 
contained six instead of five marks. Two 
of the marks were very close together, but 
had been counted as one, thereby giving 
Craig 116 votes. 

W. T. Craig, Esq., a brother-of the can- 
didate, demanded that the vote should be 
recorded as 117, but the figures were left 
unchanged. The complete count of the 
Second Ward vote did not change the re- 
sults published in The Times one week 
ago, which give Dr. Wills a majority of 
4 votes.

Twenty-ninth precincts, was completed.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Courts. 
ASHWORTH ON TRIAL FOR THE MUR- 
DER OF MANUEL WATSON. 

In Department One yesterday Robert 
Ashworth, an old white-haired man, at- 
tired in the habiliment of a rancher, ap- 
peared before Judge B. N. Smith and a 
jury to answer to the charge of murder, 
he being accused of having, with malice 


aforethought, killed Manuel Watson at the 


Dominguez ranch on September 1 last. 

He was represented by Messrs. C. J. 
Woolner, N. C. Bledsoe and A. M. Car- 
penter, while H. T. Gage, Esq., and Dep- 
uty District Attorney Conkling appeared 
on behalf of the people to prosecute the 
case. 

The whole of the morning and part of 
the afternoon session was consumed in 
the work of securing a jury, but at 2:45 
o'clock this important preliminary had 
been disposed of, and the trial commenced 
in earnest. 

During the remainder of the day’s ses- 
sion Mrs. Lillie N. Watson, the widow 
of the deceased, Dr. Edgar D. Seamans, 
the surgeon who performed an autopsy 
upon the body of the deceased, James R. 
Boswell, an itinerant butcher, Fred Kur- 
lett, George Osborne and Charles D. Will 
lamson, all of whom resided in the vicinity 
of the murder, and knew both men, were 
called and examined on behalf of the 
prosecution. 

Their testimony was to the effect that 
old Ashworth, who had known the Wat- 
son family intimately for over twenty 
years past, had an altercation with the 
deceased, Manuel Watson, some three 
weeks before the alleged murder, about a 
debt of 33, which the latter had owed him 
for some ‘ime. 

On that occasion, when Ashworth de- 


manded the money, Waston told him that 
he did not have it, but would pay him in 
a few days, as he was going into town 


not apparently suit Ashworth, however, 
for he lost his temper and used some very 
bad language in expressing his opinion on 
the subject. 

On September 1 Manuel Watson saddled 
up his horse and left his home about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, stating to his 
wife that he was going down to the bound- 
ary line of his ranch to make some slight 
repairs to the fence. He never returned, 
for some hours later his dead body was 
found on the road and carried up to his 
mother’s house near by. There was a 
knife wound over his heart, and his face, 
which. was horribly mutilated, indicated 
that his murderer had kicked him before 
he was stabbed. There were several abra- 
sions of the skin on the forehead and tem- 
ples, the nose and upper jaw were frac- 
tured, several teeth were missing, and 
there was a severe contusion behind the 
left car. The autopsy revealed the fact 
that the heart had been penetrated by 
the knife which caused the wound in his 
left side. 

As old Ashworth, who was evidently in 
his dotage, had frequently threatened to 
kill Watson in the hearing of his neigh- 
bors, suspicion at once rested upon him, 
and to one of the witnesses he admitted 
the homicide, claiming that Watson at- 
tacked him as he was returning home from 
town in his wagon, and that he was com- 
pelled to do so in self-defense. 

On the whole, the proceedings were not 
of a very interesting nature, but they 
were enlivened, much to the amusement 
of the crowd in the rear of the courtroom, 
when the itinerant butcher, Boswell, took 
‘the witness stand, for he proved to be 
somewhat of a wag, in his way, especially 
when Mr. Woolner took him in hand for 
cross-examination.

SENSATIONAL BURGLARY TRIAL 
AT SANTA ANA. 


Two Well-known Young Men are 
Charged with a Serious Crime. | 
Arrest of a Notorious Con- 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 10.— (Special Corre- 
spondence.) Judge Towner’s courtroom 
was crowded today with interested specta- 
tors at the trial of Thomas Ainsworth and 
Wülam Schuh, on the charge of burglary. 
The boys have grown up in this county, 
and are well known. A few weeks since 
they were arrested on suspicion of having 
stolen twenty sacks of walnuts from the 
barn of R. B. Guthrie, about four miles 
northeast of Santa Ana, near their homes. 
They were held to answer in the Superior 
Court, and the trial began, this morning. 

The case is exciting much interest, as 
many believe that the chief witness 
against the boys, Ddgar Boyer, was really 
the guilty party, or the leader in guilt, in 
the case. following-named jurors 
were empaneled to try the case: J. W. 
Shirley, W. A. Dyer, Ben Kraemer, Wil- 
burn Smith, M. Salter, William 
Reeder, John 8. Fox, E. B. Foster, J. W. 
Damson, William Schulte, Thomas . 
Long, Henry Jessen. After securing the 
jury the information was read, and the 
District Attorney made a statement to the 
court and the jury of the alleged facts in 
the case. 

The first witness was R. B. Guthrie, the 
man from whom the walnuts were stolen. 
‘His testimony was that the wglnuts, de- 
longing to himself and his daughter, Mrs. 
Monaghan, which had been stored in his 
barn, were missed by him on Wednesday, 
October 31. On Thursday he found them 
at the Bockins place, three miles from his 
home. He could not identify the walnuts, 
but they were in his sacks. He identified 
the sacks by strings and watermarks. 
Tom Ainsworth lives one-fourth of a mile 
from him. He had not seen him near his 
barn for months. Schuh lives less than 
half a mile from htm. He never saw him 
on his place. ° 

J. B. Males, the next witness, used the 
Bockins house as a storeroom for his tools. 
He saw no walnuts there before Monday, 
October 20. After Monday he saw twenty 
sacks up against the wall. He also saw 
a light wagon track near the house. The 
house is 100 yards from the road. On 
Thursday he saw Ainsworth and Schuh 
drive past the place in a wagon. 

Edgar Boyer testified that he had lived 
at Orange about one year. He works at 
Kling’s slaughter-house. On Monday, Oc- 
-tober 29, he was stopping at the Bockins 
houge. He saw Ainsworth and Schuh there 
that night; he don’t know what time after 
he had gone to bed. They came in and 
called to him asking if he was are They 
brought four sacks of walnuts there that 
night. They said they got the walnuts 
at Ainsworth’s, and that they were g0- 
ing to get sixteen sacks more at Guthrie's 
place. During the night they 2 back 
with sixteen sacks, saying they had 
. them from the Guthrie place. 
They said Ainsworth went into the barn 
and passed them out to Schuh. 

On ¢ross-examination, witness admitted 
he had left under a cloud, and 
came to California on the cars.

The Development of the Pinacate 
Mining District. 


RIVERSIDB, Dec. 10.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The mining interests in the 
Pinacate mining @atrict are developing 
véry rapidly since the purchase of the 
Good Hope mine by the present owners 
and the building ot the mill there. At 
the Alice there is a fifty-foot vertical 
shaft and seventy-foot incline in a good 
bedy of ore, with considerable upon the 
dump. Preparations are being made to 
put up a mill. Quite a quantity of $20 
ore has been taken from the Briggs mine, 
about fifteen miles from Perris, in a south- 
easterly direction. This is a new mine, 
owned by ranchers, Who have sunk a shaft 
eighty feet and a tunnel into the moun- 
tains to the eheft aud sixty feet beyond, 
part of distance through a six-foot 
vein. 

Upon, the Reese and Waters prospects 
several shafts have been sunk twenty 
feet or more, and some excellent ore found. 

At the Monifee @everal shafts have 
been sunk, and considerable $20 ore run 

the fivestamp mill. But with 
the ore being orusiied as fine as it is, 
but little is run each day. 

At the Missing Link the necessary 
hoisting and pumping machinery has been 
put in and the ant i. down 200 feet. 
The ore taken from this has averaged 
$18 a. ton. 

The Golden Charidt is a promising mine 
on the seme vein mith the Santa Rosa.

THE SINGLE TAXERS. 


A Largely-attended Meeting of the 
Club Last Evening. 

An audience that occupied nearly every 
seat in the Blanchard-Fitzgerald Music 
Hall gathered at the Single-tax Club’s. 
meeting last evening. Laurence Dunham 
of New York spoke on the subject o. 
„Labor as an Employer of Capital.” He 
said the frequent impression that capital 
is the employer of labor is erroneous, and 
the result of superficial thinking. It arises 
from the fact that under the present ccn- 
ditions of land monopoly men with capi- 
tal are able to dictate the terms often 
upon which others shall work. But capital 
is really the product of labor, and is em- 
ployed by labor in the production of more 
capital. Without labor the capital that 
exists would be absolutely useless. It is 
the capital that is invested in the natural 
resource, land, or in enterprises based 
upon land monopoly, that is ble to dic- 
tate the terms upon which labor hal 
employ it, because the use of land is ab- 
solutely essential. The single tax, by abol- 
ishing land monopoly, would place. all 
upon the plane of equality as regards: 
natural opportunities, and deprive capital 
of any undue advantage by compelling it 
to enter only productive fields under the 
conditions of free competition. 

After the address, and the answering of 
objections to the single tax, the subject 
of securing for the unemployed the 
use of the vacant land in and ad- 
jacent to the city, was. discussed, and a 
committee, consisting of Ralph E. Hoyt, 
T. D. Stimson. Clarence A. Miller, M. W. 
Conkling, William S. Creighton and Ira 
B. Wood, was appointed to confer with 


‘the City Council and Associated ‘(‘harities 


regarding the execution of the plan.
